4. Syringa Gordonianus. One of the late blooming varieties; very vigorous grower and profuse bloomer. 

Valuable on account of its being a late flowering variety. Flowering season June and July. 

3* Syringa Coronarius flore pleno. A variety with partially double white flowers, very fragrant. Flowering 
' season June. 

6. Ampelopsis Veitchii. This is one of our best climbers. We show manner of growth. It is the only variety 
which is available for stone or brick walls; it needs no training.

2. Spiraea Prunifolia (sometimes called Bridal Wreath). This is a beautiful variety from Japan. The flowers 

are very double, borne in profusion along the slender and drooping stems. It ranks among the very 
best. Flowering season June. 

3. Spiraea Van Houttei. This is considered the finest of its class. It is a noble shrub and unexcelled for beauty 

of form and flower. Flowering season May and June. 

4. Spiraea Arguta. A fine dwarf variety; one of the earliest bloomers. Flowers are pure white and foliage 

handsome. Flowering season May. 
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1. Spiraea Bumalda. Another very handsome species from Japan; dwari in its habits, but a strong grower. 

The flowers appear in great profusion during midsummer, and continue to bloom until late in the season. 
Flowering season July and August. 

2. Spiraea Callosa. A free grower and blooms the entire summer. The flowers are a rich rosy color borne in 

large panicles. A fine variety for massing purposes. Flowering season July and August. 

3. Spiraea Anthony Wat ere r. A new dwarf variety of rapid growth. On account of its dwarf habit, it is 

quite an acquisition for small lawns or border planting. It blooms during the entire summer. 

4. Spiraea Van Houttei. On account of the excellence ot this variety, we give it prominence by showing shrub
